DESCRIPTION TERMS 


Immediately following the names of many of our 
plants we have entered descriptive terms in abbrevi- 


ated form. An explanation of those abbreviations 
follows: 


D = deciduous 

E = evergreen 

GC = ground cover 

S = shrub 

S/T = large shrub or small tree 
SE = semi evergreen 

trans = transplant 

Hence D T = deciduous tree 

S ES = semi-evergreen shrub 
B & B = balled and burlapped 


Hardiness Data 


The zone number, given in the description of many 
of our ornamental plants, refers to the zones de- 


picted on U.S. Dept. of Agriculture Plant Hardiness 
Zone Map on page 4. 
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The zone number which we give is the northern- 
most zone in which we believe the plant to be hardy 
under average winter conditions. It should be noted 
that a plants ability to survive the winter is not de- 
termined solely by the minimum temperature to 
which the plant is exposed but is also affected by the 
plant’s general health, the soil moisture content, and 
the exposure to scalding sun and wind. Our assign- 
ment of a particular zone number to plant should 
not be construed as a guarantee that the plant will 
survive in that zone. We can make no warranty ex- 
pressed or implied, as to the ability of any plant to 
survive after it has left this nursery.

They are 
comparatively easy to grow and make a wonderful 
display. Many of the varieties are hardy out-of-doors 
as far north as Long Island. The colors are almost 
every hue and shade except yellow.

Mr. Joseph B. Gable of Pennsylvania has spent al- 
most a lifetime working with Azaleas and Rhododen- 
drons. Many years ago he started breeding azaleas 
with the hopes of producing a hardier type of ever- 
green azalea in a good color range than then avail- 
able. He has had wonderful success and is now re- 
cognized as the leader in the field. 

These varieties will average hardier than Hinode- 
girl and Amoena and much hardier than the other 
Kurumes. All have lived and flowered in the open 
field where they have withstood temperatures of 
twenty below zero with only slight injury to a few. 
Most of them were uninjured.

Some years ago the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture in- 
troduced a collection of Azaleas mostly from Japan.

NEW U.S. D. A. AZALEAS 


These varieties were developed by B. Y. Morrison 
and J. L. Creech at the U. S. Plant Introduction 
Station, Glenn Dale, Maryland, from a series of 
crosses made in 1947 and designed to incorporate 
some of the flower qualities of the Belgian-type azal- 
eas into the hardy Glenn Dale hybrids. 

After widespread trials of 96 selections, the azal- 
eas listed here are considered to be the most promis- 
ing for the azalea-growing areas of southeastern 
United States, from Washington, D. C., to Louisiana, 
and for forcing in all areas. 

Their significant characteristic is in the pastel 
coloring of the flowers and the heavy texture of the 
petals. Occasionally the white selections are flecked 
and striped with red or purple, and some flowers 
show an irregular degree of doubleness. They flower 
in the Washington, D. C. area about May 8 to 15. 


NOTE: EXPERIENCE HAS SHOWN THAT, 
OF THE FOLLOWING NEW U. S. D. A. AZAL- 
EAS, ONLY GREEN MIST IS HARDY AT THIS 
NURSERY. FOR OUTSIDE PLANTING WE RE- 
COMMEND THAT THE OTHER THREE NOT BE 
USED NORTH OF RICHMOND, VIRGINIA.

BACK ACRE AZALEAS 
By Morrison 


These azaleas are the first of the seedlings grown 
on personally, with a breeding program that is an ex- 
tension of one phase of the original Glenn Dale work. 
They are not Glenn Dales, but are more closely re- 
lated to the Satsuki group from Japan. 

The breeding program centered on the production 
of double flowers that will be hardy for outside work, 
and in as wide a range of kinds that have white or 
nearly white centers and colored margins. The 
doubles are represented in this offering but only a 
few of those to come. The white or light centered 
kinds are a mere sample of the range to be available 
shortly. 

These kinds are from parents that are cold hardy 
in Washington, D. C. and plants have been tested 
safely in that area, in Memphis, Tenn., and in the 
general Atlanta area. In extremely cold winters there 
was some loss of flower buds. 

The usual variation in degree of doubling may be 
expected on newly set plants, and the variations in 
light centers will vary considerably until the plants 
are old enough to have many, small, blooming shoots.
